1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: of claims 1-28. Any 
comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the 
issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.

Claims 1-28 are allowed because the prior art did not teach or reasonably suggests maintaining a 
list, by the proxy server, of each of a plurality of interface servers, wherein each of the plurality 
of interface servers function at least in part to support the queues that contain requests to be acted 
upon by a conferencing request, the proxy server further maintaining running counts of message 
requests pending or awaiting on each of the plurality of interface servers and performing load 
balancing across each of the plurality of interface servers; assigning the new conference to one of 
a plurality of mixers; providing the unique identifier to the one mixer and the VRU; providing a 
mixer identifier that uniquely identifies the one mixer to the VRU; loading the data store with at 
least the conference code, the unique identifier for the new conference, and the mixer identifier; 
and placing the VRU and the one mixer in audio communication. For the reasons stated above in 
combination with the other features of the claims, the prior art did not teach or reasonably 
suggests applicant's invention.
